Clond, who is a gradnate of Smilli 
Aca<lpiny, wpnt to France an an am 
liulance driver In June, 1917 F.ii 
six montliH he waa Hialioned on the 
Venliui fiont with the Norton II'«r 
jp« AoibulRiiCO Section No. 63 
Then the Uniled 8ialPH entpred the 
war and took over the hpciIoii. 
Cloud and hlaoompHnlotiH were giv- 
«n the clioiop of tMiliHling a» ^'PP()Hl^ 
clasH piivalea or going to Iialy, 
where volunteer ainlinianoe drivpis 
were iiepded Tli<'y went to Italy, 
80 of them inoloiing from PariM to 
Milan. They left Milan for the 
Il.alian front along the Piave River 
on DpfPinber 13th. For a month 
thoy Haw Her vice neai Mialre Then 
they weie sent lo Monte Oappa, call- 
ed tha " kwyalone of the Itiilian 
front." " Nothing out of tl)e< rdina- 
r^ happened aionnd llierp," Clond 
paid. " We had oiii l>HHe at the foot 
of the mountains. Theltalianp held 
the fiODt higher up When we 
were needed we drove up an inolln- 
ed military road after them. Tlipn 
we drove down. SoniPlhupa shellN 
fell nrunnd, not olone enough to do 
UN any damage, however. It. whn 
uot exciting. We weie uaed to it." 

It WHB on May 24th, 1918, that 
Cloud "happened fo l>e with the 
other fellowh" when Lieut. Waita, a 
Canadian aviator with Squadron 
No 45, R. A F., fell Into the Hrenta 
River.

When the fiist hroiizo medal was 
awarded, Clond wap just a driver. 
lu July, 1918, ho«vever, he was 
made a S'-cond LleiiienanI in tlie 
Amiitilance Service, the ra'ik lie 
h"ld upon Ills relnrii to the United 
Ststes, D'cemlier 2()th. 

One man in his am'inlance peo 
lion, James King, of Toledo, O., 
was killed, and twootiirs wounded 
during the lime he wap on the front. 

The Italian cideluatiou on tlie 
day I he ai mist ice was signed t xceed 
H(l any Foiiiih of July celehiation 
he ever aaw, Cloud I'eclared. 

lie paid the Italians looked upon 
ilie American ambulance drivers 
with tllsfavor when ihey readied the 
lines. " We had some troulde con- 
vincing tliein we weie experienced," 
he said. "They thought we were 
loo young, and at one lime Ihey 
frankly told up Ihey did not want 
HP to be in a popiiion where we 
could get hurt. Hut I gupps Ihey 
changed their mindn about us. 
Anyway, Ihey let up woik, and our 
presence seemed i« t)rii)g up their 
moiale, which was pretty low when 
we nrf<t joined Ihom."

"Capt. Weston C. Jenkins, 379ih

he continued thioiifhont the action 
to direct his troops peisimally, mov 
Ing about from place lo place under 
li(>avy aitllleiv and machine gun 
Are. Exjioslng hiuipelf lo the Iiop- 
tile (lie, he «;ncotiraged his men in 
Iheii efforts lo break ihrotmh the 
enein.\'N line, and Micci eded in 
maintaining theii aggrepsive ppirit 
by his p«'iHonal examnle of fearU-ps 
neap "— TcenioJi ( N. J ) Times, 
Dee.

The Literary Society baa decided 
ou the purchase of a numt>er of new 
books, iu acootUance with the usage 
of past years. Last year tbe sum 
net aside for the purchase of books 
was donated to war relief. Tbe ap 
peal of the Committee on seleciiou 
for augt'estious, brought forth some 
interesting contrasts in thh stad^ut 
liteiary t >8t«. The iKioks suggested 
ranged all the way from motion 
picture write-nps to books on meta- 
physical subjects. Tbe society 
voted to abandon the practice of ex- 
cluding uou fiction from its shelves. 
So, this years, though the majority 
of tbe volumea chosen will be fiction, 
a numi)er will be on Bul>ject8 of 
cultural and scierttific interest. It 
is hoped thus to give tbe society's 
library increased nsefulness. 

Friday evening, January roth, Dr. 
Ely bad the honor of presenting the 
college letters to our gridiron heroes. 
In a short talk, be endeavo red to 
give us an idea of tbe true value and 
meaning of the letters. Then he 
proceeded to make the awards with 
a graceful wit particularly his own 

Immediately following the award- 
ing of the letters, Miss Northroii 
took tbe rostrum to give her lecture 
for this year. Under the subject 
"Libraries and Their Books," she 
treated of the origin and growth oi 
libraries from ancient times. The 
speaker also gave us an idea of the 
extent of some of the great modern 
libraries, including our Congressional 
Library in Washington. She ended 
with a few facts about our College 
Library, facts which few of us had 
known. We now have slightly over 
one thousand volumes, alLof tbem of 
true value. Our Library contains 
tbe Baker Collection of works on 
the teaching of the Deaf, a collection 
acquired by the College at consider 
able expen.se. Some of our volumes 
are quite old, dating as far back as 
the middle of tbe Sixteenth Century. 

The Drawing Dbpaktmbnt. 
Another department of tbe Col 
lege, which has seen marked im- 
provement in the course of the last 
year, is the Art Room. Once a place 
where college lovers met for Wed 
nesday afternoon teU-a-ietes, it has 
been transformed to a scene of well- 
ordered activity. For many years 
this department has occupied two 
Urge, dingy rooms, on the top floor 
of the Laboratory. Today, tbe 
rooms have changed greatly in ap>- 
pearance. The dusty red brick 
walls and the ceiling have been 
covered with buff paint, imparting a 
feeling of light and sp>ace. The 
mass of drawings and sketches which 
once littered the walls have disap- 
peared into well merited oblivion. 
One either of its walls a long black- 
board has been placed. New ca-es 
to contain drawing material, etc., 
have been built into tbe corners. 
On tops of these cases a few simple 
pieces of pottery are di-played. 
Pour long work-tables fill the room. 
The second room has been set aside 
as a dressmaking room for the 
young women of the College, It 
contains the necessary sewing 
machines, a wide table for marking 
and cutting, a dress formor so, and 
ironing boards which let down from 
the wall. Here the principles of 
tasteful dress are taught. Instruc- 
tion m mechanical drawing, the 
rudiments of design, interior deco- 
ration, etc., is given to the mem- 
bers of the Preparatory and Fresh- 
man classes. Miss Weiss, who is 
now in her second year with us, is 
the person whose capable mind 
directs this department. It is under 
ber control that these beneficial 
changes have been made.
